author of the bordereau was ignorant 
of artillery matter. "For," he pointed 
out, 
"if he meant 120 short or hydrau-

The former being1 called, 
said he gave Gonse's letters to his law- 
yer when he realized the object of the 
abominable intrigues and when he re- 
ceived in Tunis a letter of threats from 
the late Henry, sent with the asse'it of 
Gonse and Boisdeffre. Picquart adde!d 
he was not responsible for the subse- 
quent publication of the letters.

Labor! and Gonse were engaged with 
reference to the tampering done to Pic- 
quarts correspondence.

letters opened. Gonse replied he did 
not mention Dreyfus because he was 
tried and convicted, but he "wished to- 
find if there were two traitors. 


A Phrsloal Impossibility 


The next witness was M. De Fonde 


Lamotte, former officer of artillery. 
He testified he lent in 1894, the firing 
manual to Picquart. "So," added the 
witness/'Therewaslittle secrecy atthat 
time." Lamottc concluded by declar- 
ing if the prosecution would follow up 
the pieces of evidence it -would be ab- 
solutely convinced that Dreyfus did not 
write th? bordereau. This witness was 
one of the strongest for the defense as 
be brought out the supporting eotite- 
tion that Dreyfus did not write the 
bordereau as follows: "If as at first 
asserted the bordereau was dated May, 
Dreyfus would not have written 'I am 
going manoeuvres,' because the cir- 
cular was issued in May infarming the 
probationers that they should not go 
the manoeuvres, whil^ if the bordereau 
was dated 
April, as now asserted 


Dreyfus could not have spoken of the 
firing manual, which was only printed 
at the end of May. 


Dreyfus replied, emphasizing 
the 


fact* stated above. The court soon af- 
ter adjourned for the day.

M. Cavaignac, former minister of war, 


returned to Jtcnnes last evening. There 
is much speculation respecting the mo- 
tive of his reappearance here. The gen- 
eral conjecture Is that It Implies a fresh 
shuffling of the cardi of the prosecution. 
Symptoms of despondency have mani- 
fested themselves In t>reyfusard circles 
during the last few days. 


Friday was a Drpyfug day. The 


Beaurepaire witness, Germain, who was 
to prove that Dreyfus attended the Al- 


satian maneuvers, found his statementa 
denied by a reputable witness, while 
Germain himself, it was proven, had 
undergone two convictions for swind- 
ling. This was 
the only testimony 


against Dreyfus, the remainder of the 
depositions being in his favor, several of 
them being very weighty. 


In the case of Captain Carvalho, Gen- 


eral Sebert and Major Hartmann, their 
evidence ^ent to show that particulars 
of the firing manual of the "120 gun" and 
hydro-pneumatic brake were almost 
matters of common knowledge among 
the officers, and that the contention that 
Dreyfus, from his special position on the 
staff, and peculiar movements, could 
alone be acquainted with them had no 
solid basis. This was the sum of Fri- 
|day's proceedings, which were not 
marked by any incident of unusual in- 
terest, the Roget-Brugere episode,, in 
which General Roget clearly gave him- 
self away, being the only matter which 
attra ed special attention. 


General aeber proved a trump card for 


Dreyfus, as he declared the wording of 
the bordereau revealedi professional 
ignorance, and said the man who wrote 
it was not an artillery officer, and said 
such an officer as Dreyfus could not 
make ths.mistakes he referred to. 


General Sebert entered into lengthy 


explanations of his statements, per- 
tinently pointing out that an artillery 
officer would have known the interest- 
ing parts of the firing manual and would 
not have written in the bordereau, "Take 
what interests you." 


The general again declared emphati- 


cally that the bordereau could not have 
been written by an artillery officer or by 
one who had passed through the poly- 
technic school. This declaration made 
a profound impression on the court, 
which was intensified) when General 
Sebert concluded fearlessly: "I am 
happy to have had the strength to carry 
my stone toward the edl'fice of repara- 
tion which the court is building up with 
so much care and confidence, while hold- 
ing itself aloof from outside passions." 


M. Bertillon was severely snubbed by 


the presiding officer when he wished to 
rsply to General Sebert, who had con- 
demned his system as fantastic. As 
soon as General Sebert had finished his 
testimony M. Bertillon bounced up 
and asked to be allowed to speak, but 
Colonel Jouaust quickly turned to the 
usher and said: "Bring in the next wit- 
ness," whereupon M, Bertillon, ex- 
tremely annoyed, returned to his seat.

SUN-COOKED PRESERVES. 
j 


Those of you \\ho ^\ere interested in 


the fruit melange described in Good 
Cookery some weeks ago will be glad to 
carry the preserve study a little fur- 
ther and take up that of sun-cooked 
fruits. With all due respect to other 
accepted methods I believe the sun- 
cooked preserves are the riiost perfect 
in appearance and flavor, and experi- 
ence teaches they keep better and lon- 
ger in perfect condition than those pre- 
pared in any other way. 


As for all preserves you should be 


tayeful to select the best flavored and 
most perfect fruit obtainable and in no 
case use that which is overripe. As one 
bad oyster will spoil a stew, so a little 
spoiled fruit will ruin a jar of presei ves 
and render your time and expense use- 
less. 


Sun-cooked preserves should be lit- 


erally cooked in the sun, and because of 
that fact you should consult the weather 
indications before beginning their prep- 
aration, a series of bright days being es- 
sential to success. No matter how hot 
the weather if the sun shines clearly. 
Should you be unfortunate, however, 
and rain come after you have begun pre- 
serving you may keep the fruit a^day or 
two in an earthen crock, but should the 
weather continue unpropitious you had 
better complete the work over the stove 
to prevent spoiling. 


One other bit of advice; pjepare only 


small lots. I would not attempt more 
than five or six pounds at once. If more 
is needed cook again, or as many times 
as necessary. 


Having selected your fruit, which if 


large should be sliced thinly, allow to 
each pound three-quarters of a pourd of 
best granulated sugar, and in a porce- 
lain-lined kettle let it stand until the 
juices come from the fruit; then place 
on the fire and lei it boil slowly for a 
few minutes until weil heated through, 
skimming off any scum that may arise. 


Now put the preserve into shallow 


dishes ( a soup plate answers very well) 
about an inch deep in each dish, cover 
with a wire screen or cheese cloth to 
keep the flies from it, and setting the 
dishes on a table place it in the sun, 
moving as often as necessary to keep it 
in sunshine. I have found a sunny yard 
admirably adapted to this purpose. At 
night take in the preserve and put it all 
into a crock together, the next morning 
returning to the plates and the sunshine. 
Repeat this operation for three days of 
good sunshine, when without further 
cooking you may bottle or can and seal 
as you would any other preserve. You 
will "find this method of making pre- 
serves particularly r.iee when small 
fruits or berries are used. 


If in setting the table in the yard ants 


are troublesome place each 3eg of the 
table in a dish of water and they will 
no longer disturb you. If you use a cloth 
cover on the table be careful and place 
the supports so the cloth will not touch 
the preserve, and so tie it that flies can- 
not crawl beneath it. 


This is the season of the year when 


wise (and otherwise) housewives should 
be busy with preserves and jams, and the 
above recipe will please everyone who 
gives it a fair trial.

GREEN CUCUMBER PICKLE. 


For a half bushel cucumbers take a 


pint of coarse salt dissolved In water 
enough to cover the cucumbers, pour it 
toiling hot upon them; let them stand 
twenty-foxir hours; pour the brine 
off, 


and reheat two successive mornings. The 
fourth morning strain oft the brine and 
pour on boiling- water; let them stand 
twenty-four hours, then if the cucum- 
bers are not filled out plump pour over 
boiling water again. When the cucum- 
bers are all filled out plump they are 
ready for the vinegar. Place them in 
the jar in which they are to be kept, and 
as they arcj(ickLd place in little bags 
containing \Oo!e allspice, cloves, cinna- 
mon and mustard. Put a little horse- 
radish root among the cucumbers. Heat 
vinegar enough to. cover the cucumbers 
(notice how much water it takes to cover 
the cucumbers and heat the same quan- 
tity of vinegar) with a piece of alum 
dissolved in it; pour it over them boiling 
hot; 
cover tight. 


STEAMED BLUEBERRY PUDDING. 


Mix two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 


der and one-half of a teaspoonf ul • of 
salt with two cups Qf flour. Wet it with 
one cup of milk. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs, ada one-half of a cup of, sugar, 
creamed with one tablespoonful of soft- 
ened butter. Beat uniil creamy then 
beat into the batter. Beat the wiites stiff, 
add them, then stir in carefully two 
cups of blueberries, picked over and fla- 
vored well. Steam in a lemon mold two 
hours. Serve with savory sauce." 


Savory Sauce—Boil one cup of milk 


and thicken ji with one tablespoonful of 
flour, worked smooth in a little cold, 
water. Cook five minutes: add one salt- 
spoonful of salt and set it away to cool 
Cream one heaping tablespoonful of but- 
ter with one cup of powdered sugar, 
add one teaspoonful of vanilla, and beat 
it into the cool thickened milk. Beat the 
white of one egg stiff, and beat it grad- 
ually into the sauce. 


BOILED TURKEY. 


Stuff a turkey as for roasting. A very 


nice dressing is made by chopping half 
a pint of oysters and mixing them with 
'bread c~umbs, 
butter, pepper, salt, 


thyme, and wet with milk or water. 
Baste about the turkey a thin cloth, the 
inside of which has been dredged •nith 
flour, and put it to boil in cold water 
with a teaspoonful of salt in it. A Jarge 
turkey should boil three hours; skim 
well while boiling. Serve with oyster 
sauce, made by adding to a cupful ofrthe 
liquor in which the turkey was boiled, 
an equal amount of milk, and eight 
oysters chopped fine; season with minced 
parsley, stir in a tablespoonful of flour 
wet w 'jfr cold milk, and a tablespoonful 
of but^r. Boil up once and pour into a 
tureen. 


DARK CAKE, 
>' ' 


Cream onehalf cup of sweet, waxy but- 


ter, add to it gradually one cup of finest 
granulated sugar, beating all the time, 
then add the yolks of two eggs well beat- 
en, then one-quarter teaspoonful of mace, 
one-half teaspoonful each of cinnamon 
and clove, one-half teaspoonful of or- 
ange flower water. Mix well, then add 
one-quarter cup molasses, beating well 
again. To two and one-quarter cups of 
sifted pastry flour add one and one-half 
scant teaspoonfuls of baking powder; 
add this with one-half cup of milk to the 
above mixture and beat *till very 
smooth. k-g«» of all, beat the whites of 
the two eggs till dry and flaky; then mix 
all together and add one cup currants 
to-hich have been warmed and dusted witte 
flour."

PUREE OF B.EAN SOUP. '""" ' 


If the common white, hard bean is to 


be used, soak over night in cold water. 
If freshly shelled beans •they will need 
no soaking. Cover one pint of ° beans 
with one quart of cold water and simmer 
until tender. Try out several slices ofi 
salt pork, add one onion sliced, and stir 
until brown. Add one spring of parsley, 
one stalk of celery and the beanapressed* 
through a sieve, with what water re- 
mains. Aftti boiling scald one pint of 
milk, rub one tablespoonful of butter 
smooth with two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
add to the scalded niilk and stir until it 
thickens. Add the beans, reheat, eea- 
eon, strain. 
' t 


APPLE TOAST. 


Quarter six apples, take out the core, 


peel and cut each piece in two. Put a 
tablespoon of butter in a saucepan, add 
two tablespoons of powdered sugar to 
the apples, put them in the sauce pan, 
adding a very little water; let them 
stew quickly, tossing them to keep from 
burning. When tender, cut two or 
three slices of bread, fry the bread a deli- 
cate brown in hot butter. When crisp 
place on a flat dish, sprinkle with sugar, 
and cover with the stewed apple. Serve 
hot. 


SWEET PICKLED PEARS. 


To each four pounds of pears allow 


two pounds of brown sugar, one pint of 
vinegar, and one tablespoonful each of 
whole cassia buds, cloves, allspice and 
stick cinnamon. Tie the spices In small 
bags and put in a sauca pan with tha 
vinegar and sugar. Boil, add the fruit, 
which, if small, may be left whole, and; 
not pared, and cook for 10 minutes. Take 
out the pears, boil the syrup for five 
minutes longer, and po»r it over thei 
fruit. For three days in .succession 
drain oft the syrup, bring it to the boiling 
point and pour it again over the pears,j 
then can. 


PEACH PUDDINtt. 


Butter an earthen pudding dish and 


put in one pint of sliced peaches. Make 
a batter with one heaping- cup of flour, 
one heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, one saltspoonful of salt, two-thirds 
of a cup of sugar, and wet it with one 
cup of milk and one egg beaten light. 
Stir in one tablespoonful of butter, melt- 
ed, the last thing, and beat well. Then 
pour it over the peaches and bake In a 
hot oven about half an hour. 


GREEN APPLE PIE. 


Use any tart, early apple. Pare and 


slice, and heap them on a plate lined 
with pastry and rim. Cover with a 
crust put on lightly. Bake carefully, 
and when done remove the crust and mix 
with the apple half a cup of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of butter and a little nut- 
meg. 
Put tne top crust on again and 


sprinkle it with powdered sugar, and 
when ready to serve cover it With 
Whipped cream.

All of these have plenty of business, 
and show how much pure, cold water is 
appreciated in the city.

springs which have a decided reputa- 
tion in their localities, but which are 
little known by the residents of the 
city. Since the water famine became 
threatened, the proposition has been 
made by some of the Clarksburg farm- 
ers to add to their income by bottling 
this spring water, and selling it in this 
city as drinking water.

The Italian lands at the next pier.

shoulders bis shovel juJrt the same, 
picks up his donner-pall and goes 
to work. 


That is what each and all come for— 


work and the right to life, liberty and 
the puruit of happinness. The incomera 
ore found in flocks, and herds In cities. 
They are found tendins flocksi and 
herds on the long1 levels of the prairies 
and the wide plateaus and the fruit- 
ful mesas of the west. 


The Frenchman, while always re- 


calling Paris and all "the pleasant land 
of France" with a sigh, finds his ser 
vices appreciated and remmunerated in 
a substantial way beyond anything he 
oould have dreamed of in his own coun- 
try. He learns the ways of his new 
habitation/ and expands himself 
to 


them. His children forget their fath- 
er's tongue. They are 'liberally pro- 
vided for in the matters of food, cloth- 
ing and education. 
Their habits are 


not the habits of their iorefathres. 
They breathe a stronger air; a rest- 
less spirit of endeavor animates them, 
They are growing1 Americans. 


The Italian, in' his cooler, more In- 


vigorating atmosphere, liftsi himself to 
taller stature and attains a fairer com- 
plexion. For the first time in his life 
he sees, but only partially comprehends 
the true measure of a man. His son 
will know more about it, and his grand- 
son will not be a third edition of him- 
self as his son was a second. 


The German, when he understands 


that he has plenty of room, inflates 
his big chest, blows a clonid about his 
head, and with it blows1 away much, 
of his heavlnessi of thought, speech 
and action. He finds) that he can 
study his favorite authors with more 
self-respect, as well as with the ap- 
proval of his neighbors, if he removes 
his night cap, takes a bath, and trims 
his ragged hair, beard and mustache. 


The Englishman, though on, his native 


heath he was possessed of a firm faith 
in the divinity of the Lord's anointed, 
is very comfortable here In the as- 
surance that Jack is just as gocd as 
his master if he behaves as well in the 
every-day affairs of life. 


When the Irishman finds himself no 


longer under the necessity of putting 
the pig in the parlor, he takes off his 
hat to the government. His shovel has 
been employed as well as his wits. The 
latter never would have come to the 
surface beneficially anywhere save in 
America. Pat has but a slight brogue 
as he bargains for a piano for his 
daughter and advises her to take care 
of her complexion and be the prettiest 
thing in the queen's drawing room next 
year. 


The American-born child of foreign 


parents has a more hopeful start in 
ife than the older American. His peo- 
ple know what they left on the other 
side. They know v.'hat they came here 
for. The children grow up in this self- 
congratulory V' atmosphere. This is one 
reason why so many of this class are 
successful here in their endeavors for 
wealth and position. They are con- 
tinually being told what they have 
escaped and what may be attained 
by being Americans. Sometimes the 
children understand far beyond their 
lessons. A ten-year-old American was 
celebrating the Fourth of July in the 
usual way with the noise and stench 
of burning powder. His English-born 
father 
stormed: "Oh, blawst 
this 


bloomin' 'umbug of noise an' dirt an' 
waste of good money!" 


The youngster replied: 
"Course, pop, you don't 
like it, 


'cause this's the day we Yankees licked 
you Johnny Bulls."

A. RInrderon* Filipinos Secret Society. 


The fact is too generally overlooked 


that the people of the Philippines, taken 
as a whole, have not been living in 
peace, and that the Spaniards have 
never succeeded in reducing all the 
hostile tribes to subjection. 
In the 


southern islands a state of things has 
long prevailed similar to the former 
situation on the Malay peninsula, in 
most parts of Borneo, and in other re- 
gions belonging |o the 
Malaysian 


gronp. Throughout these vast regions 
the population is very sparse, owing 
to the warlike habits of the people, and 
in the wilder regions to the practice 
of 
"head-hunting" 
which 
prevails 


among the natives. 
If we take into 


account all the sections of the eighty 
of more difffferent 
tribes or races 


found throughout the islands it will 
readily be seen that something like 
a chronic war of extermination has 
been going on for many centuries past, 
and even in, the islands where Span- 
ish rule has been recognized for 300 
years the reign of peace has by no 
means been universal or uninterrupted. 
As an illustration of this remark it may 
be mentioned that in one outbreak 
more than 100,000 Chinamen were cruel- 
ly exterminated. 


The object-lessfin which India affords 


Is one which America, and, indeed, the 
whole world, should carefully study at 
the present time, 
Throughout a vast 


region as large as Europe, east of 
Russia, wars and rumors of war had 
prevailed among hostile nations and 
tribes for ages. Indeed, it is probable 
that war had not wholly ceased for a 
thousand years, although at times the 
scourge had been less severe than at 
other periods. At last a few English 
traders appeared upon the scene and 
laid the foundations of a great empire 
which in time brought In a reign, of 
universal peace. As has been often 
pointed out England never conquered 
India, but, rather, an extraordinary 
succession of enterprising English trad- 
ers built up a great empire In south- 
ern Asia, by utilizing the resources both 
of men and material found in the coun- 
try, brought order out of political chaos 
and so completely put an end to inter- 


nal war and disorder that India has 
become one of the most peaceable and 
orderly regions on, the globe, Wars 
on the extreme frontiers sometimes oc- 
cur, 
but among the 300,000,000 inhabi- 


tants of the Indian empire the reign 
of peace is unbroken. Life is more se- 
cur than in some parts of the United 
States. Outrages such as are prac- 
ticed by American lynching parties are 
unknown. Crimes of violence, if rot 
wholly repressed, are very rare, when 
the 
immense population and 
the 


low state of civilization among the 
people are considered. 
An excellent 


code of criminal law has been provid- 
ed and has been impartially enforced. 
In short, a great empire has come into 
existence and unbroken peace prevails 
throughout one nf the most fertile re- 
gions of the earth and among one-fifth 
of the human race. 


What has been done on a large scale 


in India can be done, and should be 
done, on a smaller scale in the Phil- 
lipines. The American people ha- -> not 
sought the task, but it has been thrust 
upon them. The circumstances of the 
case in every particular have been of 
the most extraordinary character. The 
present war is deplorable from every 
point of view, and yet the more we 
study the situation the more does the 
conviction force itself upon every can- 
did observer that in the nature of the 
case an ultimate collision between the 
Americans and the men represented 
by Aguinaldo was inevitable. In the 
end it will probably become clearly 
apparent that the question of supreme 
authority was one which, in the nature 
of the case, must have been settled for 
all time before a secure basis could be 
established for the pacification of the 
whole island population and the laying 
of foundations upon which a secure and 
satisfactory government could finally 
be established. In all Oriental lands 
this question of authority is one of su- 
preme importance. 


It is very probable that if war had 


not intervened our government might 
have been induced to adopt a plan of 
admission which would have ended in 
Inevitable and painful failure. While 
it is of the utmost importance that a 
measure of self-government should be 
introduced among the people at 
an 


early day, and that this should be 
gradually but steadily 
enlarged as 


time passes, yet no room should be left 
to raise any question whatever con- 
cerning the ultimate supreme authority 
of the government which is responsible 
for the whole administration. Any un- 
certainty at this point will lead to in- 
evitable confusion, and endless trouble 
in future years.—Bishop J. M. Tho- 
burn in Leslie's Weekly.

Messen- 
ger David L. Evans has also presented 
Mr. Rockwell with a. key check of 
room 28 in the old United States hotel, 
which was a famous "star chamber" 
for politicians in the early days. The 
chock was found in March, 1898, by 
John H. Miller, a laborer employee! in 
razing the old building1, which was 
on the present site of the Wendell hotel.

IRELAND'S VANISHED GREEN. 


Few Treei Remain of II«r Once 


Euorinon* Supply. 


There ia perhaps no feature 8f Irish 


Ecenery more characteristic and depress- 
ing than the almost universal absence of 
those traces of woods which in other 
countries soften the outlines of hills and 
volleys. The traveler, gazing on its 
bii'd mountains and treeless glens, can 
baldly believe .that Tn»!niul tvus at one 
time covered from shore to shore with 
an almost uninterrupted succession of 
trf>o« nnd shrubbery. So numerous ar» 
its place names derived from the growth 
•f woods, shrubs, groves, oaks, etc., that, 
as Dr. Joyce says, "if a wood were now 
to spring up in every place bearing a 
name of its kind, the country would he- 
come an almost uninterrupted succession 
of forests.'' 
On the tops of the barest 


hills and buried in the deepest bogs are 
to bo found the roots, stems and other re- 
mains of these ancient woods, mostly 
of oak and pine, some of the bogs being 
liteuj^U' full of Btems, tho splinters of 
Whic5 Diun like matches. 


The destruction of these woods is of 


comparatively recent date. Cambrensis, 
who accompanied Henry II into Ireland 
in the twelfth century, notices the enor- 
mous quantities of woods everywhere 
existing. But their extirpation soon be- 
gan, with the gradual rise of English su- 
premacy in the land, the object in view 
being mainly to increase the amount of 
arable land, to deprive the natives of 
shelter, to provide fuel and to open the 
country for military purposes. So anx- 
ious were the new landlords to destroy 
the forests that many old leases contain 
clauses coer--iug tenants t.~ use no other 
fuel. Many old trees were cnt down and 
sold for 32 cents. On a single estate in 
Kerry after the revolution of 1688 trees 
were cut down of the value of $100,000. 
Every landlord cut down, scarcely any 
one planted, so that at the present day 
there is hardly an eightieth part of Ire- 
land's surface under timber.—St. Louis 
Republic.

The conference in city hall last eve- 


ning- at the invitation of Mayor Cady 
to consider the matter of making legal 
the appropriation passed by the coun- 
cil at its last meeting- for the building 
of a school house on. the north side 
was productive of a good deal of dis- 
cussion 
and 
some spirited 
debate. 


Those who are opposed to- passing in 
technically leg-al form the appropria- 
tion already passed in intent, and those 
who favored it, were both represented 
while a number of councilmen were 
present, the total number being a.bout 
20. Mayor Cady announced that he had 
sent invitations to all the councilmen, 
but not all were present, some not re- 
ceiving their invitations.

In calling the meeting to order Mayor 


Cady stated its object, and the reasons 
why it was judged wise to hold such a 
conference. He told how the illegality 
of the council's appropriation was dis- 
covered ^\ hen he was absent from the 
city, and how on his return he con- 
sulted with President Wilkinson of the 
council about the advisability of hold- 
ing such a meeting before the matter 
•nas again brought up in coxmcil, to 
find the general sentiment of those in- 
terested in regard to the way in which 
the matter should be done. A prelim- 
inary meeting was held at which the 
matter was considered, but no decision 
was reached by which the mayor could 
guide his recommendation to the coun- 
cil, and 
this 
larger gathering was 


called. 


He then stated in brief form the. ob- 


jections that had been raised to the 
passage of the $55,000 appropriation. 
These were practically as given in the 
Transcript yesterday. 
The 
city 
is 


nearing the debt limit, and with the 
appropriation would be within a very 
small amount of it. Some thought it 
hazardous to do this, and were of the 
opinion that it would be unwise to se- 
cure the money for the school in this 
way. 


The meeting was then opened for 
•eneral discussion, and most of those 
present took part in it to the extent of 
expressing their opJnfons, the council- 
men present generally holding that the 
former action of the council should be 
sustained. The case as it stands was 
presented in the form of three propo- 
sitions. One was that the council pass 
the San.OOO appropriation, as it had al- 
ready showed its intention of doing and 
thought it had done. The second, and 
the one favored by Mr. Pritchard of 
the school committee was that the city 
borrow $10.000 on the present 10 year 
limit, buy the land, put in the founda- 
tions, and build the rough flooring, and 
then go to the state legislature for 
po,ni=sion to borrow $45,000 more to 
comv'clp the school. The third propo- 
sition v as a variation of the second: 
that the cHy borrow the $10,000 tempor- 
arily from some local institution to be 
paid next year, and then go to the 
legislature for permission to borrow 
the $4n.OOO as before. 


The advantages of ih° second method 


w>re explained. ,is allowing the work 
of building th" ^f-hool to proceed al- 
most as rariidiv .is it would with the 
entire $35,000 appropriation, with a de- 
lay of t, few month? at the most, at 
the same time saving the ritv from ap- 
proo'ching too closclv its debt limit. 
The school committee i<; on record as 
intending to. build the school just as 
rapidly as possible, and as having no 
desire to retract its intention of build- 
ing. 


The friends of the $r>,",000 appropria- 


tion made the argument that the local 
government, when it "'as in town form, 
had been close to thf> debt iiniit be- 
fore, and that this was TO new thing 
for Xovth Adams to face. The school 
was the most pressing need, and should 
not be allowed to depend on the will 
of the legislature so long as it could 
he avoided. Tf UIP legislature refused, 
the possibility of returning and borrow- 
ing the money in tho same way that it 
might be dene now might be gone from 
other expenditures less important than 
tho school. 


The school committee was confident 


that the legislature would not fail to 
allow the borrowing of the money, es- 
pecially if a beginning- of the building 
had already been made. The ward 3 
men then claimed that the whole mat- 
ter from beginning to end had been 
discussed thoroughly, and that no now 
reason had been advanced as to why 
the matter should not be settled in the 
same wav that the council had already 
expressed itself in the former vote. 


A suggestion was made that a vote 


of the meeting be taken on which 
of the propositions it would be better 
to adopt. The school committee mem- 
bers ohlwtpd to this, and it was not 
done. Mayor Cady said he did not wish 
tho affair to be made to seem a "pri- 
vat<* convention." as it was simply a 
conference for the best interests of all. 
A proposition for a committee from the 
council, school .ccmmittefs and wart! 
°. men to report at another meeting of 
ihosp present was not adopted, and the- 
meeting was adjourned without having 
taken nny definite action further than 
to put most of thopp present on record 
for the guidance of the mayor.

Brook Supplies City Today. 


Pumps Will Not be Started 


The rainfall last night 
and this 


morning amounted at the notch to .68 
of an irfch. As the first rain that had 
fallen for some weeks of any conse- 
quence, it was a most acceptable offer- 
ing from the heavens, and all such will 
be thankfully received by the water 
works department. 


As a result of the rainfall, the Broad 


Brook system was able to care for its 
own mains, and also to provide for all 
the low pressure sc-ivice of the city, 
after filling' the small notch reservoir, 
and it is hoped that for some time at 
least Broad Brook will be able to more 
than supply its own mains, thus saving 
the water in the big notch reservoir. 


The water in the 
large 
reservoir 


stood at 25 feet this morning, the same 
as yesterday morning, showing that 
for the first time in many days the 
steady fall of six inches a day had 
been checked. It was not expected that 
a rainfall like that of last night would 
make any appreciable effect on the 
large reservoir, as the ground has been 
so dry, the water is quickly absorbed. 


Commissioner Temple has decided not 


to start the pumps Monday, on account 
of the increase in the Broad Brook 
supply, and it is hoped that enough 
rain may now come to prevent the 
necessity of starting- the pumps at all. 


One feature of the shortage which is 


worthy of notice is that the care paid 
to water waste in the city is evidently 
having some effect. This is hown in 
the fact that although as the water in 
the large reservoir 
goes 
down, the 


relative capacity becomes smaller on 
account of the narrowing1 of the sides, 
but still the fall has been kept at six 
inches steadily, which was the average 
fall for a long- time before. 
If this 


added care to prevent waste had been 
of no effect, the rate of fall for the 
last few days would naturally have 
been much greater.

Six Passenger Engines With Speed of

The Fitchburg railroad has placed an 


order for six pasenger engines with the 
Manchester (N. II.,) locomotive works, 
making the most important order re- 
ceived there for some time, and repre- 
senting a contract approximates $70,- 
000. 
Some time since four engines were 


finished for the same concern. 
The new engines are to be of the latest 
model, with a maximum speed of 90 
miles an hour.
